Wendell’s email: I thought I would try to tap into the TNA in an attempt to solve 
what I believe is misinformation that may date back to the early 1840s. In the realm 
of obsolete paper money, some of the most interesting notes are “altered” from notes of 
a failed institution so that they appear to be notes issued by going concerns. This was 
usually accomplished by physically eradicating all references to the original town, state, 
and bank name and replacing them with the same information for the targeted banks 
in the deception. 

One reference (a counterfeit detector 
from ca. 1841) lists the Bank of Vernon, 
Texas, as a source of altered notes for 
several banks in the Midwest, particularly 
Ohio, in the 1838-1842 time frame. 
Various authors have repeated this 
information over the last 168 years.

THE LONG ARM OF THE LAW: 

Coming soon to a community near you ! 


A s many of our members are aware, the prevention of 
numismatic crimes is not only an economic issue, 
but also one of personal safety. Most of us have had 
experiences where either we, or someone that we know has 
been an unwilling victim of a numismatic crimes following 
a club meeting or coin show or through the burglary of a 
home, a retail coin shop or an automobile. 

I first got to know Doug Davis during a series of coin 
shows in Texas where he oversaw the bourse security force. 
I was intrigued by his intricate knowledge of the coin 
business and how easily he seemed to blend this into the 
investigation of numismatic crimes. Doug is the former 
Chief of Police in Pantego, Texas and has developed his life 
long passion for coins into something of a specialty field in 
law enforcement. He is also the founder of the Numismatic 
Crime Information Center (NCIC) a 501 (c)(3) non profit 
corporation established to coordinate and collaborate 
initiatives between law enforcement and the numismatic 
industry. Doug hopes to bring his expertise 
in investigating these crimes to local law 
enforcement officers across the state. 

Imagine for a moment that your home 
or office was burglarized and you are trying 
to explain your loss to the first officers 
responding to the scene. In addition 
to some guns, you tell the police “they 
took two single row boxes of high grade 
walkers in mint state, a Gobrecht dollar 
in an NGC Proof 64 holder, four chain 
cents and a complete set of educational 
notes.” It’s unlikely that, except for the 
stolen firearms, they will have any idea of how to begin 
investigating the crime scene. Were these items taken at 
random, or did they know what they were looking for? 
What are the changes that the theft was perpetrated by a 
friend or associate of the victim. Who else knew that these 
items would be there and where they were hidden? Most 
importantly, where are these items most likely to turn up 
and how can they be recovered? In addition to criminal 


investigations, the NCIC works closely with local law 
enforcement and bourse chairmen to provide information 
on potential crime problems in areas surrounding airports, 
convention centers and hotels 
Because education is such an important part of the 
TNA’s mission, we have decided to partner with the NCIC 
to develop training for local law enforcement officers 
throughout the state of Texas. Although Doug was in the 
process of developing video training for local police in the 
investigation of these crimes, he was somewhat in a quandary 
about how to roll it out across the state. I mentioned that 
each of the TNA districts have an officer or Governor who 
is usually quite active in the coin clubs in their respective 
communities. Each of these local clubs have contacts within 
their local police departments that are enlisted for pay to 
provide armed security at their local shows. 

Because of these pre-existing relationships, using the 
TNA Officers and Governors to roll this training out in 
their respective communities with the local 
officers that provide show security was 
a natural starting point for this project, 
which will stretch from El Paso to Amarillo 
to Beaumont to Corpus Christi and all 
points in between. 

The TNA recently donated $2000 to the 
NCIC to help facilitate the development 
of training materials for the program. 
With the recent economic downturn, 
criminals seem to be even more brazen 
in their attempts to target coin collectors 
and dealers as potential victims. At my 
urging, all of the board members unanimously agreed at 
the October 2008 board meeting to donate their time and 
resources in this important educational effort to help make 
Texas a safer place for all of us.

In Memoriam 

M IKE FOLLETT 

TNA has received word that 
Dallas coin dealer, Mike Follett, 
passed away on January 2, 2009. Mr. Follett joined 
the TNA in June of 1966, becoming Life Member 
#54 in May of 1969. 

Mike Follett began collecting coins at an early age. 
His parents owned a motel in Waco and his father 
used one of the rooms as a small coin shop. Mike, 
as a young teenager, completed the Boy Scout merit 
badge for coin collecting and was hooked. With his 
parents in tow, he would attend local coin shows 
during the early 1960’s including the infamous 
one in the Baker hotel in downtown Dallas. After 
attending the University of North Texas for a couple 
of years, he decided that coins was going to be his 
passion and avocation. He worked for George Vogt 
in Houston for a couple of years and then in 1969 
he opened his first coin store at One Main Place in 
downtown Dallas, with his mother always at his side. 
The 1970’s were very good for Mike, as he traveled 
the national coin circuit. In 1984, he moved to 
North Dallas into what was then called the Valley 
View Bank Building. Over the coarse of the next 
24/5 years, he occupied several offices within that 
building, moving back into his original suite on the 
4th floor only a year ago. 

His presence within the numismatic community 
will be especially missed, as he helped out a large 
number of dealers both as they started up or when 
they hit hard times. He was constantly on the 
telephone talking with other dealers and customers 
and truly loved the coin business. The deep bonds 
of friendship were noticeable at the memorial service 
with several hundred mourners from all over the US 
in attendance. 

Mr. Follett is survived by his wife of more than 40 
years, a daughter, two sons, and six grandchildren.

The 200+h anniversary of the birth of Abraham 
Lincoln will take place on February 12, 2009. Lincoln's 
likeness is seen on many numismatic items, including the 
Lincoln Cent, the 1918 Illinois Centennial Commemorative 
half dollar, tokens, medals and many pieces of paper 
money. 

The Lincoln Cent was first issued in 1909 as part 
of the 100th anniversary celebration. For the 150th 
anniversary in 1959, the reverse of the Lincoln cent 
was changed from wheat ears to the Lincoln Memorial 
design. Several new coins will be issued as part of the 
200th anniversary. 

Four new one cent coins will be issued 
by the U.S. Mint in 2009. They will each 
represent a different phase of Lincoln's 
life. The first coin will include an image of 
a log cabin and will represent his birth and 
early childhood in Kentucky. 

The second coin will include an engraving 
of Abe sitting on a log and reading. That 
coin concerns his years in Indiana when p £j| 
he worked to educate himself. 

Lincoln standing in front 
of the old State Capitol in 
W Springfield, Illinois will appear on 

the third coin to remind everyone of his 
working years as an adult. 

The last cent will include an 
image of the partially built U.S. 

Capitol dome that was being constructed 
during his Presidency. 

The U.S. Mint will also be producing a 
Lincoln Commemorative Silver Dollar. The 
obverse will have an image of Lincoln and the reverse 
will include the last 43 words of the Gettysburg 
Address. The Gettysburg Address is one of the most 
famous speeches in our history and 
includes the words, “government of 

the people, by the people, for 
the people, shall not perish 
from the earth." The Mint

Greetings Friends, 

About four years ago I had the privilege to make a 
visit to Bolivia. My primary reason for going was 
to check in on a friend who is a United Methodist 
missionary stationed down that way. We spent 
approximately a week traveling over a majority of 
the country. One of our last stops was in Potosi, 
the “highest city in the world,” at over 13,000 feet above sea level. 

While in Potosi 1 took the opportunity to tour the Potosi mint 
building. As anybody who collects Spanish Colonial coins knows 
the mint at Potosi (Casa de Moneda) was quite prolific. Production 
of coinage in Potosi began in 1574 and continued into the early 
1950’s. The building, which is deceptively massive, houses an 
interesting collection of artifacts, art, original machinery, a period 
chapel, and of course several rooms full of coins and medals, many 
of which were produced there at Potosi in that very facility. Even 
though coins were first minted in Potosi in 1574 it wasn’t until the 
mid Eighteenth Century that the “new” building was constructed. 

Potosi is in a most beautiful area. Obvious 
for miles around is Sierra Rico, the “Rich 
Mountain” from which the wealth of the area 
is literally produced and out of which large 
quantities of silver has come for several hundred Sierra Rico 
years. The mines are still producing. Potosi “Rich Mountain" 
silver can be found easily today in the collector coins of Colonial 
America and in the earlier pieces of the Bolivian Republic. 

I was excited about the prospect of seeing Potosi and enjoying 
the mint tour. In my own history I had already “met” and studied 
the area, its history, as well as the mint itself. How was this so? 1 
did not encounter the information at school. Insight didn’t come 
from parents or friends. 1 cannot recall seeing a story about Potosi 
on television nor encounter it at the movies. My experience with 
Potosi came because somewhere in my early 
collecting years I came across a coin from 
the mint at Potosi. This discovery led me to 
experience a whole new world. 

We collectors know what can be acquired 
from “numismatically” gathering “this and 
that.” Ask yourself; what insights have come 
through numismatics? What discoveries about life, about the 
world, about art, history, etc? How 
great it is that we who are established 
collectors have the privilege to 
open up such a world to someone, 
especially to a child, or youth, who 
is exploring the possibilities for the 
first time. 

Since I began collecting so much 
has changed. Children and youth 
today have the world open to them 
on the internet and in other places. Technology is in important 
to our times, but it is still better to hold something in your hand 
than to see it from afar. Coins pass on history and so much more. 
Thanks for your attentiveness to the younger ones.

Mystery Texas Bank 

There are several problems with this. First, I don’t believe 
Vernon Texas even existed in the late 1830s (although Mount 
Vernon, Texas might fit the bill). Second, the Texas collectors 
I know have never heard of the bank or its notes. Third, we’ve 
never seen any of the notes before they were altered — only 
after (the surviving notes are, however, clearly altered). 

I would like to seek help from any TNA members who, in 
fact, have seen these notes from the Bank of Vernon. Following 
are scans of two altered notes:

The following is a portion of the Numismatist article: 

Among numismatic researchers there is always a concern that 
“historical inaccuracies repeated at least three times in books 
and articles become facts, whether correct or not!” One 
early researcher’s error is dutifully repeated by one or more 
successive authors and, the first thing you know, it’s become 
the common wisdom and factually “correct.” I’ve long had 
this sinking feeling that I am guilty of perpetuating at least 
one such an error. The job at hand is now to try to get to the 
actual facts regarding the situation. 

At least five banks in Ohio (the Dayton Bank, the Bank of 
Norwalk, the Bank of Geauga at Painesville, the Bank of 
Wooster, and the Bank of Xenia) were the unwilling recipients 
of such alterations made from The Bank of Vernon, Vernon, 
Texas notes according to several researchers (myself included). 
The problem is that Vernon, Texas, was not incorporated until 
1889; much too late to be the location of a bank which would 
have failed in the early 1840s. So this perpetuated common 
wisdom or “fact” seems very much in doubt. 

There are several possibilities. The Bank of Vernon may have 
possibly been located in Mount Vernon, Texas, which was 
in existence at least as early as 1848 when a post office was 
established there. The alterations from this bank, however, are 
fairly wide spread, and Texas collectors I have talked with have 
never heard of the Bank of Vernon from any Texas location. 
This suggests that the entire Texas location concept is flawed 
and that the source bank was actually located someplace else 
in the United States. Unfortunately Vernon is a popular place 
name, appearing in at least seventeen states that had note 
issuing banks in the 1 840s. So that brings us to the question, 
“What now?” The collecting community can play a part in 
correcting this apparent error in historical fact by pooling our 
knowledge. 

Have you seen any bank notes from the “Bank of Vernon” or 
any other bank which look like the illustrated notes in this 
article? If so, please contact me with the bank name, state, 
and city, as well as a scan or photocopy of the note if possible. 
My guess is that the bank probably failed sometime between 
1838 and 1841 and that it is from an eastern state rather than 
from the Midwest. Together we can set the record straight. 
Keep checking back to see if we have been able to solve this

Bryan Sweitzer 
brought an 1850 large cent which was made exactly one century 
before his birth in 1950. According to Bryan, the coin had been 
given to him at an early age with a statement that he was born in 
the wrong century. Bryan did not remember who had given him 
the coin, but he has always kept it and it was instrumental in his 
becoming a coin collector. 

Tony Zupkas said that it had been a major challenge to pick just 
one favorite coin for show-and-tell. He said it was kind of like trying 
to pick your favorite movie - there are just too many to pick from. 
So, Tony brought two coins that were of interest to him. One, which 
has always been one of his favorites - a Spanish Pillar Dollar, which 
according to Tony, has always been the first coin mentioned in the 
Red Book due to its importance in our nation’s history. The coin 
was accepted as a medium of exchange in our country in Colonial 
times and eventually served as the basis for our own dollar coin. Per 
Tony, many sources feel that the banner that is wrapped around 
the pillars on the coin was the inspiration for the dollar mark. The 
coin was dated 1761. The other coin that Tony brought was a 1971 
Panama 20 Balboa silver proof. He cited a recent program where he 
talked about one of the smallest world coins, called a Panama pill. 
In contrast, the 20 Balboa piece is one of the largest of world coins. 
The 20 Balboa contains almost 4 troy ounces of silver. 

Rob Robinson brought two half cents to illustrate a modernization 
of coin production that took place in the late 1820’s through the 
mid 1830’s at the US Mint. The two coins were dated 1829 and 
1832. The 1829 had been made using an open collar while the 
1832 made using the more modern closed collar which is still used 
today. He pointed out that changing to the closed collar method of 
coin manufacture produced a coin that was more round and with 
a higher and smoother rim, which not only made the coin look 
more refined, but improved the stackablility and wear of the coins. 
According to Rob, the closed collar was first used in 1828 in the 
production of dimes. In 1829, it was used with the half dimes and 
gold quarter and half eagles; in 1832 with the half cent, and in 
1834 with the large cent. The closed collar wasn’t used to mint half 
dollars until 1836. Rob passed both coins around the room along 
with a glass for everyone to see first hand the improvements made 
when comparing the two half cents. 

December Meeting - The Wichita Falls Coin Club held its 
annual Christmas party at Lubys Cafeteria on Dec 11th. Seventeen 
members and guests of the Wichita Falls Coin Club, Wichita Falls 
Stamp Club, and Greenbelt Coin Club were in attendance.
